The emergency meeting would give committee members an opportunity to question government 
officials from both the Departments of Agriculture and International trade on their thoughts on the 
trade dispute. We, as parliamentarians, have the right to know what are the federal government's 
options in this matter and what this government intends to do.

Canada has been devastated as a result. 


Whereas local value added processing of agricultural products in Canada would help improve the 
financial situation of farmers and improve the economic well-being of rural communities. 


Whereas the proposed mill and pasta plant to be located in western Canada, planned by the Prairie 
Pasta Producers, would give some of this needed value added processing. 


I move that this Committee direct the clerk to invite the Prairie Pasta Producers and the Minister of 
Natural Resources with special responsibilities for the Canadian Wheat Board to discuss the proposed 
pasta plant and to discuss ways to remove impediments to the plant, put in place by federal 
legislation.

That, the recent tariff imposed by the United States on Canadian live cattle exports is an unjustified 
burden on Canadian producers and given that this tariff is a symptom of rising protectionism in the 
United States, I move that this Committee study and report to the House ways to eliminate that tariff 
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on live Canadian cattle, and study and report to the House ways to stave of rising United States 
protectionism in agriculture.
